X  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  21st  Animal  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough,  and  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1924.  The  increase  in  the 
death-rate  (1'2  per  1,000  more  than  in  1923)  was  principally  due  to 
Influenza,  Respiratory  diseases  and  Diarrhoea.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

It  is  customary  to  give  the  death-rate  from  what  are  called  the 
Zymotic  Diseases.  The  seven  principal  Zymotics  are: — Smallpox, 
Whooping  Cough,  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  In  1924  the  death-rate  from  these  amounted  to  only 
1.16  per  1,04)0  of  the  population,  compared  with  1  '40.  the  average  of 
the  previous  ten  years,  being  a  decrease  of  over  20)%. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  last  ten  years,  the  attack- rate,  the  fatality  per 
cent,  of  cases,  and  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


For  the  first  time  in  fifty  yearsi  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever.

DRINKING  WATER. 

It  isi  satisfactory  to  not©  considerable  improvement  in  the  bacillus 
coli  content  of  the  samples  of  drinking  water  which  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  from  time  to  time  to  the  Bacteriologist.  There  was  again 
an  improvement  in  Class  I.  (that  containing  no  bacillus  coli  in  1 00  c.o., 
i.e.,  in  about  4  fluid  ounces),  this  class  being  11%  better  than  during 
the  previous  year.  There  were  only  two  instances,  out  of  212  samples, 
where  the  bacillus  was  found  in  Class  IV.  (i.e.,  in  1  c.c.  =  17  drops), 
the  percentage  being  1.0  compared  with  40  in  the  previous  year.

Thus  Tubercle  Bacilli  (germs  of  Consumption)  were  found  in  10' 4 
per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  samples  examined  during  the  year. 
In  the  previous  year1  111  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  samples  were 
Tuberculous. 

ACTION  TAKEN  UNDER,  SECTION  33  OF  THE  SUNDERLAND 
CORPORATION  ACT,  1907,  PART  V.,  MILK  SUPPLY 

(TUBERCULOSIS). 

Eleven  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  Inspectors  in  the  Borough 
were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  on  examination  by  the  Bacteri¬ 
ologist  : — 

1.  This  sample  was  from  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Jack, 
M.Rl.O.V.S.,  examined  the  udders  of  23  cowis  and  found  one  which  was, 
in  his  opinion,  suspicious  of  being  a, fleeted  with  Tuberculosis.  The 
farmer  gave  an  undertaking  in  writing  not  to  .send  milk  into  the 
Borough  from  this  cow. 

2.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon,  M.R.O.V.S., 
examined  the  udders  of  19  cows  on  two  occasions  but  failed  to  detect 
any  (showing  suspicious  signs  of  being  affected  with.  Tuberculosis.  The 
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farmer  stated  he  was  buying  milk,  about  the  time  when  the  sample 
was  taken,  from  other  sources  but  could  not  say  definitely  whether 
he  bought  any  milk  on  that  particular  day.  A  further  sample  was 
taken  which  proved  to  be  negative. 


3  &  4.  From,  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Dudgeon  examined 
the  udders  of  19  cows,  all  of  which  were  in  the  milking  when  the 
sample  was  taken,  but  failed  to  detect  any  showing  suspicious  signs  of 
being  affected  with  Tuberculosis.

Mr.  Dudgeon  again  examined  the  udders 
of  19  cows  and  on  this  occasion  found  one  which  was,  in  his  opinion, 
suspicious  of  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  The  farmer  gave  a 
written  undertaking  not  to  send  any  milk  into'  the  Borough  from  this 
cow.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK. 


COMMENTS  BY  DR.  E.  THORP  ON  THE  INFANTS’ 

CONSULTATIONS. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

Infant  Welfare  work  hais  proceeded  , satisfactorily  during:  the  year, 
the  number  of  consultations  continue  to  increase.  The  new  centres 
are  doing  good  work  and  have  rapidly  filled. 

Bronchitis  still  remains  too  prevalent  and  ©very  effort  has  been 
made  to  reduce  its  incidence  by  education  of  the  m, other  and  general! 
advice  on  the  subject. 

Ear  disease. — W©  are  still  without  hospital  facilities  for  this 
troublesome  complaint,  which  leaves  permanent  defect.  Miss  Gill  has 
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again  helped  us  in  allowing  her  district  nurses  to  deal  with  many 
cases,  but  the  absence  of  an  aural  department  at  one  of  the  hospitals 
still  remains  a  blot  on  a  town  of  this  size. 

Dental  caries  is  prevalent,  and  the  old  fallacy  that  the  tooth 
should  not  be  extracted  till  the  swelling  subsides  is  not  yet  exploded. 
Apart  from  such  cases  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  extractions  or 
indeed  any  treatment  performed  for  the  pre-school  child. 

Rickets  is  still  with  us ;  there  is  little  appreciable  diminution  of 
the  disease,  bad  housing,  ill-feeding,  want  of  sufficient  ventilation  and 
sunlight  being  the  chief  causes.  During  the  coming  year  a  number 
of  children  will  receive  treatment  by  ultra  violet  rays  and  will 
undoubtedly  benefit  thereby.  There  have  been  good  attendances  at 
all  centres,  and  mothers  generally  have  taken  advice  and  obtained 
necessary  treatment  for  their  babies  through  their  own  doctors  or 
some  of  the  institutions. 

Nutrition. — There  would  appear  toi  be  a  general  improvement  in 
the  fitness  of  the  babies  and  mother  craft  generally. 

The  Ante-natal  Centre  has  been  exceedingly  popular  at  Lambtou 
Street,  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  have  two  couches  in  use.  Far  too' 
many  mothers  attend  for  any  one  medical  officer  to  deal  with,  and  but 
for  the  kindly  help  occasionally  of  general  practitioners  who  drop  in, 
some  method  of  limiting  the  numbers,  or  further  assistance,  will  be 
required.  In  the  meantime  thei  centre  at  the  Maternity  Home  has 
been  dropped.  With  the  exception  of  points  raised  in  the  report,  the 
year  has  certainly  been  one  of  progress.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MIDWIVES  AND 
SUPERINTENDENT  HEALTH  VISITOR. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  during  1924. 
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Health  Visiting.  There  lias  been  no  change  in  the  staff  during 
the  year. 

The  Table  on  page  20  shows  the  extent  of  each  Health  Visitor’s 
work.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been,  a  great  amount  of  home 
visitation,  in  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
This  home  visitation  isi  arduous  and  exhausting  if  well  done,  for  the 
visit  must  leave  the  mother1  more  able  to  deal  with  her  own  particular 
problem,  and  that  the  most  important  ini  her  life :  the  care  of  herself 
and  children,  both  in  sickness  and  in  health.  Social,  economic  and 
sex  problems  also  most  be  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Visitor  as  they 
arise.  That  the  mothers  do  desire  “  to  have  a  word  with  the 
Nurse  ”  is  painfully  evidenced  by  the  great  number  who  wait  to 
see  the  Health  Visitor  after  a.  clinici  session,  or  find  their  way  to  the 
Health  Office,  or  watch  for  her  about  the  street.  As  each  Health 
Visitor  has  approximately  2,00b1  children  under  five  years  in  her 
district,  it  is  easy  to  appreciate  the  amount  of  work  entrusted  to 
the  staff. 

Nourishment  to  Necessitous  and  Ailing  Mothers  and  Children 
under  two  years.  A  vast  amount  of  time  and  thought  has  again 
been  put  into  this  branch  of  our  activities.  Dried  milk,  fresh  milk, 
oatmeal,  rice,  barley,  cod  liver  oil  and  dinners  have  been  granted  to 
thei  amount  of  <£2,193  11s.  Oil.  These  grants  are  allowed  to  those 
whose  income  falls  below  the  “dole”  standard,  or  where  there  is  a 
sick  child  or  an  expectant  mother,  and  also  for1  one  month  after  the 
birth  of  a  child  if  the  unemployment  benefit  is  the  only  source  of 
income.  Each  case  isi  investigated  and  recommended  for  this'  special 
grant  by  your  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  all  cases;  are 
reconsidered  at  least  once  a  month.  There  have  been  3,518 
dinners;  supplied  to  a  weekly  average  of  26  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  We  consider  this  the  best  way  of  granting1  nourishment 
for  they  are  compelled  to  have  their  dinners  at  the  National  Kitchen. 
In  every  case  there  has  been  a  perceptible  improvement  in  the  health 
of  the  recipient. 

We  regret  that  diarrhoea  ha,s  taken  a  big!  toll  in  infant  life,  and 
this  in  months  when  the  weather  could  not  be  called  hot,  the  infantile 
death-rate  from  this  disease  being  over  19%  of  the  total  Dumber  of 
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infant  deaths.  The  overcrowded  condition  of  the  homes,  inadequate 
food  storage,  and  the  power  to  get  condensed  milks  on  credit  during 
the  week,  we  think,  are  the  factors  which  have  produced  this  state, 
for1  the  Bridge,  Sunderland,  East  and  Central  Wards  are  the  distiicts 
mostly  affected. 

Still  Births.  These  numbered  188.  Inquiries  were  made  into 
the  probable  cause  of  death  in  104  cases,  and  records  made;  these 
have  been  notified  by  Midwives — those  occurring  in  doctors’  practices 
are  not  notified. 


Infant  Welfare  Centres.  The  ever  increasing  attendance  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  again  calls  for  some  re-organization.  The 
Tyne  Street  and  Dundas  Street  Centres  get  uncomfortably  crowded. 
Near  to  Tyne  Street  a  Mission  Church  in  South  Durham  Street  has 
added  to»  its  activities  a  Child  Welfare  Centre.  This  has  over  100 
members  on  its  register',  with  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  about 
30.  The  whole  of  the  staff,  including  the  doctor,  is  voluntary.  This, 
however,  does  not  make  any  appreciable  difference  to  the  Tyne  Street 
Centre.  An  extrai  room,  upstairs  has  been  granted  and  this  has.  some¬ 
what  relieved  the  congestion  for  the  time  being. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  deal  again  with  the  overcrowding  at 
Dundas  Street  Centre,  and  a  new  Centre  is  recommended.  This,  with 
the  increase  of  other  branches  of  Child  Welfare  work,  will  necessitate 
an  increase  in  staff,  the  present  number  being  quite  inadequate  to 
attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  write  records, 
attend  to  the  distribution  of  grants  of  nourishment,  and  dot  the  home 
visitation,  which  is  probably  the  moist  valuable  part  of  our  work. 


If  an  ailing  child,  when  brought  for  consultation,  is  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  necessitate  medical  treatment,  it  is  referred  to>  the 
general  practitioner  or  to  one  of  the  public  institutions  in  the 
Borough.  In  moist  cases,  however,  it  is  the  mismanagement  of  the 
child  that  isi  the  trouble:  wrong  diet  and  clothing,  insufficient  sleep, 
fresh  air  and  light.  Advice  given  and  followed  is  usually  ail  that  is 
necessary.  Thus  home  visitation  isi  essential  even  for  children 
attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
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The  Table  on  page  21  will  give  the  summary  of  the  work  at  the 
Centres  and  their  numerical  importance. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  becoming  more  popular  and 
much  useful  work  has  been  done.  The  Midwivesi  send  their  cases  for 
examination,  and  a  report,  with  recommendations;  as  to  the;  care  of 
the  expectant  mothers,  isi  sent  to  the  Midwives  by  the  Doctor.  They 
greatly  appreciate  this;  help  and  consideration  in  their  work  and 
never  fail  to;  carry  out  the  doctor’s  recommendations.  The  mothers, 
too,  speak  most  gratefully  of  the  help1  and  kindness  received  from;  the 
Clinic  Staff.  Many  patients  are  now  coming  on  their  own  initiative. 
This  work  we  know  will  still  further  increase  when  the  community 
gets  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  the  necessity  of  ante-natal  care. 

Mid  wives.  There  were  36  Midwivesi  who  notified  their  intention 
to  practise  in,  the;  Borough.  Seven  of  these  belong1  toi  the  District 
Nursing  Association,  two  are  in  residence  at  the  Maternity  Home, 
and  three  reside  outside  of  the  Borough.  25  Midwivesi  possess 
the  C.M.B.  Certificate  by  examination.  In  December,  Mrs. 
Smith,  ceased  toi  practise  owing'  to  ill-health,  and  has  since  died. 

Five  warnings  have  been  given  by  the  Inspector  to  three  Mid¬ 
wivesi  for  breach  of  the  C.M.B.  rules. 

Under  the  1918  Act  making  it  compulsory  for  the  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authority  to  pay  the  doctor’ si  fee  when  called  to  the  aid  of  a 
Midwife,  315  accounts,  totalling  £498  14s.  6d.  were  received.  Of  this 
amount  £366  7s.  Od.  was  for  district  midwifery  and  £132  7s.  6d.  was 
for  the  Maternity  Home. 

Payment  of  Midwifery  Fees.  There  were  no  calls  upon  the 
Health  Committee  for  necessitous!  cases,  the  Medical  Aid  Fund  of  the 
Midwives  Association  being  able  toi  meet  the;  cost  of  all  approved 
applications,  for  assistance.  During  the  year1  the  Board  of  Guardians 
have  granted  orders  enabling  poor  people  to  have  the  services  of  their 
own  Midwife. 

The  Midwives’  cases  amounted  to  73*6%  of  the  total  number  of 
births. 


There  being  no1  further  need  of  a  Municipal  Midwife  at  the  East 
end  of  the  town,  the  office  was  terminated  in  December.  Mrsi  Wright, 
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however,  decided  to  remain  in  the  district  and  work  as;  an  independent 
Midwife.  This  change  has  proved  to  be  justified  by  the  greatly 
increased  number  of  cases;  she  has  received. 


The  Inspector  of  Midwiveis  paid  277  visits  during  the  year. 
Sixty-eight  of  these  were  paid  to  Midwives  for  purposes  of  inspection 
and  enquiry  into  their  mode  of  practice.  Sixty-six  were  paid  to 
Mid  wives’  cases.  The  other  143  visits  were  made  for  special  reasons, 
such  as  child  neglect,  necessitous  and  sick  cases,  mentally  defectives, 
and  ante-natal  work. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  There  were  115  cases  notified,  the 
rate  per  1,000  births  being  26' 8.  These  figures  include  all  case#, 
however  slight.  94  of  them  were  treated  at  the  Eye  Infirmary  and 
11  by  private  practitioners.  The  figures  include  all  cases  reported  to 
you  by  the  Mid  wives;  and  those  notified  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres 
by  Dr.  Thorp,  and  treated  at  the  Eye  Infirmary. 

Puerperal  Fever.  There  was  only  one  case  notified  during  the 
year.  No  ease  occurred  in  the  practice  of  a  Midwife. 

The  Table  on  page  22  gives  the  details;  and  extent  of  each  Mid¬ 
wife’s  practice. 

Eye  Infirmary.  The  Department,  and  the  town  in  general,  owe  a 
big  debt  of  gratitude  toi  the  staff  of  the  Sunderland  Eye  Infirmary  for 
their  prompt  attention  and  skill  toward  the  many  cases  of  opthalmia 
neonatorum  that  are  sent  to  the  Institution.  But  for  the  great 
privilege  of  that  ever  open  door,  there  would  be  many  cases  of  child 
blindness;  to  record.  Mothers  are  getting  educated  to  the  grave  danger 
of  discharging  eyes,  and  also  to  the  idea  of  sending  the  infant,  how¬ 
ever  young,  for  treatment. 

District  Nursing  Association.  Again  we  must  mention  the 
never-failing  help  of  Miss  Gill  and  her  staff  in  the  cases  sent  for 
treatment  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  During  the  year  86

children  have  been  referred  to  the  Association  for  discharging  ears, 

o  o  1 

skin  troubles  and  other  minor  ailments.  This  has  entailed  1,013 
visits  by  the  staff.  We  desire  to  tender  oui  grateful  thanks  for  this 
valuable  work  rendered  to  the  Child  Welfare  of  this  Borough. 
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Grindon  Convalescent  Home.  This  home  of  resit  has  alsio  done 
good  work  for  your  department.  Several  poor  mothers  suffering  from 
debility  after  confinement  have  been  admitted  at  a  very  small  fee. 
Every  one  has  spoken  in  high  terms  of  the  benefit  received  and  the 
kindness  and  sympathy  shown  to  them.  Every  application  we  have 
made  has  been  most  sympathetically  considered  by  the  Secretary  and 
Committee,  and  for  this  we  thank  them. 

Voluntary  Workers.  Last,  but  not  by  any  means  least,  we  pay 
our  tribute  to  the  voluntary  workers,  who,  all  for  love  and  nothing 
for  reward,  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  week  by  week  and 
render,  ungrudgingly,  their  services  in  time,  strength  and  often,  money 
for  the  Child  Welfare  of  the  town.  There  are  some  501  of  these  ladies 
in  attendance  every  week  at  your  11  Centres.  They  help  with  the 
clerical  work  in  the  weighing,  room,  sell  the  dried  milk,  virol  and 
garments,  make  and  serve  the  tea,  organize  and  provide  the  summer 
pio-nio  and  Christmas  party.  Indeed  it  is  not  possible  to  measure 
the  amount  of  work  that  is  done  by  them.  The  best  feeling  and 
co-operation  exists  between  them  and  your  staff,  and  the  work  has 
gone  very  smoothly  during  the  year.

900  new  eases  were  desalt  with  as  compared  with  832  in  1923. 


The  number  of  new  eases  of  Syphilis  was  102  less  than  in  1923, 
but  the  number  of  Gonorrhoeal  cases  increased  by  110'.  This  does  not 
indicate  a  larger  incidence  of  the  disease  than  previously,  but  it  is  a 
sign  that  the  public  is  beginning  to  realise  the  importance  of  this 
complaint  and  to  seek  treatment  for  it.  One  may  expect  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  this  class  of  case  till,  roughly,  a  proportion  of  2 
cases  of  Gonorrhoea  to  1  of  Syphilis  has  been  attained. 

280  nom-V.D.  cases  were  examined  compared  with  230  in  the 
previous  year.  This  work  is  of  great  importance  and  the  increasing 
numbers  of  doubtful  cases  that  attend  for  diagnosis  are  a  proof  of  the 
elsteem  in  which  the  Clinic  is  held  by  the  public  and  the  medical 
profession.  9  women  received  antenatal  treatment  for  Syphilis,  1 
for  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea,  and  11  for  Gonorrhoea.  Of  the  children 
of  Syphilitic  mothers,  8  were  healthy,  1  required  treatment,  and  1  did 
not  report.  The  child  born  of  the  mother  treated  for  Syphilis  and 
Gonorrhoea  suffered  neither  from  Syphilis  nor  from  Opthalmia  neona¬ 
torum.  Of  the  11  children  of  Gonorrhoeal  mothers,  8  were  healthy,  1 
had  slight  conjunctivitis,  2  failed  to  report. 

The  12  children  born  in  1923  of  mothers  who  had  received  ante¬ 
natal  treatment  all  remained  in  good  health  during  1924.  It  is 
difficult  to  estimate  the  saving  to  the  nation  that  must  result  from  the 
prevention  of  congenital  Syphilis  and  Opthalmia  Neonatorum,  and 
this  work  constitutes  an  important  feature  of  the  Sunderland  clinic. 

77  “contacts’’  were  examined  during  the  year.  Of  these,  21 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Syphilis  and  17  from  Gonorrhoea. 

The  various  public  institutions  are  making  more  use  of  the  clinic. 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  officials  sent  34  cases  to  the  Clinic,  of 
whom  13  were  found  to*  be  suffering  from  Syphilis,  5  from  Gonorrhoea, 
and  16  were  non-Y.D.  1  case  of  Syphilis  was  sent  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Medical  Officer.  5  cases  were  sent  by  the  Union  Hospital,  1  being 
Syphilis,  2  being  Gonorrhoea,  and  2  non-Y,D, 
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1  case  of  Gonorrhoea  was  sent  by  the  Monkwearmouth  Hospital, 
12  cases  were  sent  by  the  Eye  Infirm  ary,  10  being;  Syphilis,  1  Gonor¬ 
rhoea,,  and  1  nom-'Y.D.  4  eases  were  sent  from  St.  Agatha/ s  Shelter, 
1  being  Syphilis  and  3  Gonorrhoea. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to*  provide  additional  facilities  for 
treatment  by  extending  the  hours  of  the  irrigation  department.  It  is 
necessary  to  have  another  session  for  men  in  order  to  avoid  over¬ 
crowding  and  long  waiting,  and  I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
male  clinical  assistant  to  attend  one  session  per  week.

Smallpox  was  again,  as  in  1923,  very  prevalent;  mostly,  it  is 
true,  in  a  very  mild  form,  and  with  a  low  mortality.  We,  fortun¬ 
ately,  had  no  case  in  the  Borough. 


The  compulsory  notification  of  Chickenpox  was  continued  during 
the  whole  of  the  year.  Every  case  notified  was  visited  and  thus  we 
were  able  to  know  that  no  case  of  possible  Smallpox  was  missed. 
During  the  year  488  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  “  Conscientious”  objections  fell 
from  1,167  in  1922  to  574  in  1923,  and  to  434  in  1924.  In 
a  really  well  vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated  community  there  need  be  no 
fear  of  Smallpox.

Gentlemen, 

I  haive  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Thirtieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1924. 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  including  appointments  and  advisory  visits  wTith  owners, 
agents,  or  tradespeople,  advising  as  to  official  requirements,  etc., 
inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises  during  progress  of  wTork, 
total  41,225.  The  Workshops  and  Shops  Inspector  made  9,580 
inspections,  the  Food  Inspector  6,645,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Inspector  5,797 — a  total  of  63,247.  (See  Tables  1,  5,  9,  15  &  17.) 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
under  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Local  Acts,  and  Bye-laws  was 
4,852;  of  these  1.362  were  Statutory  and  3,490  Preliminary  or 

Informal  notices.  In  addition,  a  large  number  of  nuisances  was  abated 
and  improvements  of  a  sanitary  nature  made  on  the  verbal  instruction 
or  advice  of  the  Inspectors.  (See  Table  2.) 

The  number  of  tests  applied  to  drains  was  855;  of  these,  743 
were  water  tests,  94  smoke  tests,  and  18  chemical  tests.  Applications 
were  received  from  90  owners  or  occupiers  to  have  the  drains  and 
sanitary  fittings  at  their1  houses  examined  and  tested,  and  in  23  cases 
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defects  were  found ;  reports,  with  recommendations  of  the  work 
necessary  to  put  the  premises  into'  good  sanitary  condition  were  sent 
in  each  ease.  On  the  Inspectors’  suspicion  of  nuisance,  47  tests  were 
made,  24  of  which  confirmed  their  suspicions. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  at  the  office  was  510.  Of 
these,  1 6  complaints  were  of  overcrowding,  1  of  which  was  unfounded ; 
396  were  tenants’  complaints  of  dampness,  uncleanliness,  choked 
drains,  defective  water-closets,  and  general  dilapidations,  30  of  which 
were  prompted  either  by  neighbours’  quarrels  or  were  found  to  have 
been,  abated  prior  to  the  Inspectors’  visit;  the  remaining  98  being  of 
a  miscellaneous  nature  (24  unfounded). 

OVERCROWDING. 

Many  cases  of  over  crowding  have  been  notified  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Tuberculosis  Nurses,  all  of  which  have  been  investigated 
and,  where  possible,  remedial  measures  suggested.  But  at  the  present 
time  it  is  impossible  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws  in  respect 
of  this  matter  owing  to  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation. 

ALTERATIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  insanitary  privies  and  ashpits  abolished  during  the  past  year 
number  44.  These  were  replaced  with  washdown  water-closets  and 
approved  ashbins. 

179  broken  or  otherwise  defective  water-closet  basins  were 
replaced  with  new  washdown,  pedestal  basins ;  629  feet  of  cast  iron 
drains,  5,605  feet  of  stoneware  drains  have  been  laid,  and  1,340  feet 
of  new  cast  iron  soil  and  ventilation  pipe  fixed.  (Table  4.) 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  notifications!  of  infectious  disease  included  227  Scarlet  Fever, 
as  against  325  in  1923;  Enteric  5,  as  against  10  the  previous  year. 
These  cases  were  visited  by  the  District  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiring  a,s  to  the  origin  of  the  disease,  arranging  for  the  removal 
of  the  patient  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  disinfecting  of  the  house, 
etc.  (Table  1.) 

The  work  performed  by  the  Disinfector  is  given  in  Table  28. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1890-1919. 

Of  the  5  Closing  Orders  outstanding  last  year,  1  property  has 
been  demolished.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  respecting1  the  others 
but  not  executed  on  account  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the 
tenants  in  finding  accommodation  elsewhere. 
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Eight  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year.  One  has 
been  determined,  viz.,  17,  Baek  Hopper  Street.  These  premises 
(stables)  were  being  used  as  a.  house.  They  were  vacated  by  the  tenant 
and  thus  reverted  to  stables.  With  respect  to  the  others,  1  Demolition 
Order  has  been,  served,  the  rest  being  still  under  consideration. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  with  one  exception 
found  to  be  clean  and  well  conducted. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Butchers’,  Fish,  and  Fruit  shops  have 
been  systematically  inspected.  (Table  5.) 

I  am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  majority  of  the 
tradespeople  engaged  in  the  sale  of  food- stuffs  seek  the  advice  of  the 
department  when  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of 
their  goods  for  human  consumption  (occasionally  letters  of  caution 
have  to  be  sent)  and  voluntarily  surrender  anv  on  the  assurance  of 
the  Inspectors  that  such  goods  are  unfit  for  human  food.  Reference 
to  Table  6  will  confirm  this.  It  might  be  remarked  here  that  one 
prosecution  was  taken  against  a>  butcher  for  allowing  slaughter-house 
refuse  to  gain  access  to  sewer,  the  case  being  dismissed  on  payment  of 
£2  (poor  box).  (Table  25.) 

DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

The  Inspector  for  this  purpose  has  paid  great  attention  to  the 
Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  (including  Ice-cream  stores)  and 
has  regularly  inspected  them  with  a>  view  to  seeing  that  the  milk, 
etc.,  is  properly  stored  and  protected  from  contamination,  and  to  see 
that  the  Regulations  are  observed.  Under  this  heading  3  milk 
purveyors  were  summoned  for  purveying  milk  whilst  unregistered,  two 
being  fined  and  one  dismissed.  (Table  25.) 

Frequent  visits  are  made  by  the  Inspector  to  the  railway  stations 
to  examine  milk  vessels  both  on  arrival  and  when  they  are  beino- 
returned  as  “  empties/7  to  ascertain  that  the  churns  are  in  good  order, 
i.e.,  that  the  lids  fit  so  as  to  prevent  dirt,  etc,,  gaining  admission  whilst 
containing  milk,  that  they  are  otherwise  suitable  for  containing  milk, 
and  that  all  empty  churns  are  properly  washed  and  scalded  before 
they  are  returned  to  the  farms  or  dairies.  In  this  connection,  15 
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churnsi  containing  milk  were  found  to  have  ill-fitting  lids,  defective 
fastenings,  or  were  otherwise  unsuitable;  and  2  empty  churns  were 
not  properly  cleansed  and  had  to  be  returned  to  the  last  user  to  be 
cleansed  before  being  permitted  to  be  sent  to'  the  farmers. 

In  each  of  these  defaults  a  letter  of  caution  was  sent  toi  the 
person  responsible. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  premises  where  offensive  trades  are  conducted  number  144, 
which  include  approximately  113  fried  fish  shops.  (Table  8.) 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  every  effort  made 
to  ensure  that  the  particular  business  is  so  conducted  as  to  prevent 
or  mitigate,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  any  nuisance  arising  from  such 
business. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council 
for  adopting  the  powers  granted  by  Section  51  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  with  regard  to  the  establishment  of 
offensive  trades,  and  that  new  bye-laws  will  be  framed  for  regulating 
these  particular  trades  and  businesses. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-13. 

The  number  of  visits  made  under  the  above  Acts  (and  the  special 
closing  orders:  in  respect  of  various  trades  and  businesses  which  do  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Shops  Acts)  to  see  that  the  various 
sections  were  being  complied  with,  are  given  in  Table  15. 

The  irregularities  met  with  are  shown  in  Table  18. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  visits  of  inspection  to  these  premises-  was  2,122, 
details  of  which  are  given  in  Table  17. 

The  notices  and  reports  from  the  Inspector  of  Factories  of  defects 
found  by  him  were  45;  and  52  communications  were  forwarded  to 
him  of  defaults  discovered  by  our  Inspectors  and  remediable  by  his 
department.  (Table  16.) 

The  number  of  factories,  registered  workshops,  domestic  work¬ 
shops  and  workplaces  is  given  in  Tables  20,  21,  22,  and  23. 
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ANALYSIS  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  number  of  samples  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  was  367.  Of  these  128  were  purchased  in  accordance  with 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts;  the  remainder  (239)  being  informally 
purchased. 

Of  the  former,  98  were  certified  to  be  genuine  and  232  of  the 
latter.  For  details  see  Tables  26  and  27. 

MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. 

The  samples  taken  specifically  under  these  Regulations,  and  all 
samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  were  also  examined  by  the  Analyst  tor  the  presence 
of  preservatives.  (Table  13.) 

The  Inspectors  also  purchased  and  delivered  to  the  Bacteriologist 
for  examination,  106  samples  of  milk,  212  samples  of  water  being 
collected  and  submitted  for  a  like  purpose. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee  167 
persons  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  notices  served  upon  them  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances;  and  the  Committee  gave  authority  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  non-compliance  with  the  said  notices. 

These  persons  were  then  informed  by  letter  and  advised  to.  comply 
with  the  Committee’s  requirements,  with  the  result  that  3  summonses 
only  were  issued,  1  of  which  was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  costs 
after  the  service  of  the  summons  and  before  the  hearing  thereof. 

O 

Orders  to  abate  the  nuisances  within  14  days  were  made  by  the 
Magistrates  in  the  remaining  two  cases. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  continuance  of  their  confidence 
and  support;  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  hearty  assistance  in 
the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  which  devolve  upon  them.
